It is elementary history that up to tin* Civil War, the 
South dominated the United States government.

South picked the Presidents, wrote the laws, dictated 
policy. On occasions when its supremacy was threatened, 
coalitions with importing interests from New I'ngland 
kept it in power. 
I he Civil War changed all this. Secession of South­ 
erners from Congress turned control over to the industrial 
dev eloping West, 
ran things down to the birth of the New Deal. 
The only 
Demorcratic administrations during that interval were the 
result of disunity among the Republicans, and the Demo­ 
crats elected were from the North— Cleveland of New 
York, Wilson of New Jersey. 
Return of the Democratic Party to power in 19 H did 
not restore the lost leadership of the Southern Democrats. 
They found themselves to be poor relations in their own 
party. The New Deal turned out to be a political partner- Safeway Trailwayt Co. and
